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‘Town of San Vittore Captured 


Fifth Army Is Storming 
Outer Cassino Defences 


By WES GALLAGHER 


ALGIERS, Jan. 8-—(AP)— 
Victorious United States 
troops massed around captur- 
ed San Vittore today form- 
ing a spearhead which storm- 
ed at the outer defences of 
Cassino, 70 straight-line miles 
from Rome. 

The fall of the fiercely- 
defended little mountain village 
of San Vittore alongside the Via 

Casilina was disclosed yesterday 
by Associated Press correspond- 
ent Don Whitehead. His dispatch 
from the front said San Vittore 
had been seized Thursday after 
a violent 40-hour battle from 
house to house. The Village is 
six miles from Cassino. 

The capture was confirmed today 
in the headquarters communique, 
which said the Anglo-American 5th 
Army advanced all along a 10-mile 
front in the jagged hills on both 
sides of the road. 

Even before this official an- 
nouncement of the taking of San 
Vittore, the Americans had smashed 
on in the direction of Cassino and 
were fighting in the streets of 
Giusto, a tiny village more than 
half a mile to the north. 

BRITISH UNITS ADVANCE 

British units of the 5th Army 
south of the Rome road matched 
this advance by driving through 
minefields and past pillboxes to 
reach Mount Porchia, a 900-foot 
height two miles southwest of San 
Vittore, 

This peak controls the road all 
the way to Cassino, which itself 
now is within easy range of Allied 
big guns, but reports from the 
front said the Germans had built 
a gigantic defence ring around the

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Woman Admits

CHICAGO, Jan. 8—(AP)—A 
woman walked into the detective 
bureau yesterday and announced 
she was surrendering for the fatal 
shooting of a man in a restaur- 
ant here 17 years ago. 

“It has been preying on my 
mind,” she said. 

Chief of Detectives John L, 
Sullvian said the woman identi- 
fied herself as Mrs. Maxine Al- 
len, 45, and told him she killed 
Harry Woods in self defence Oct. 
3, 1927, when he attempted to at- 
tack her with a meat cleaver. 

The woman said she left her 
husband before the shooting and 
had been “wandering around the 
country” since then. 

Sullivan said there was a police 
record of Wood's slaying but that 
it would be difficult to obtain evi- 
dence after so many years. 

The woman was held without 
parse.

The Berlin correspondent of 
the newspaper Madrid said 
yesterday that many Germans be- 
lieved all of the “second front” 
talk was a blind and that “2,000,000 
or 3,000,000 American soldiers” 
would suddenly appear on the 
Russian front.

In Bitter Battle 


Virtually All Nazis Killed, 
Captured at San Vittore

SAN VITTORE, Italy, Jan. 8.—(AP)—United States 


troops.fighting from house to 


house in a bitter battle which 


raged for nearly 40 hours, captured the village of San Vittore 


at 3:37 p.m. Thursday, killing 
German defenders. 


Control of San Vittore put the 
Allied Sth Army a step nearer 
Cassino and wiped out German 
resistance in one of the toughest 
defensive points in the enemy’s | 
winer line. 

More than 100 prisoners were! 
taken in the town alone during the 
battle through the gray stone 
houses and at least an equal num- 
ber were killed in the savage 
fighting that swirled through the 
streets, into houses and upon roof- 
tops. 

FOUGHT WELL—NOT WISELY 

But though the Germans fought 
well they did not fight wisely be- 
cause the Doughboys trapped them | 
and only a scattered few Germans 
slipped through the ring of steel 
which closed around the = shell- 
smashed town. 

While the battle roared around 
the town terrified, miserable, hun- 
gry civilians crouched in dark cel- 
lars and caves where they lived 
for days. 

The Germans had forced them 
from their homes to convert each 
house into a cinall fortress. Some 
200 women and children crept 
into the dark, smelly sanctuaries 
to wait for the tide of battle to 
roll over. 

I went into San Vittors yesterday 
morning with a small group of 
correspondents and camera men. 
We walked two miles through the 
shrapnel-torn olive groves and 
slipped along walls to escape de- 
tection by the enemy on the hill 
over the town. 


CLEAN OUT NAZIS 

On the slope of a hili outside the 
town American soldiers were clean- 
ing out the last German defenders 
in machine-gun nests and the air 
vibrated with the crack of small 
arms and the whack of enemy mor- 
tar shells, Litter bearers trudged 
down the cobbled lane carrying out 
the wounded. 

Over everything was the sour, 
pungent odor of death. Alongside 
the trail lay four dead mules rip- 
ped to pieces by a shell.

Talk of Revolt 


For Socialist 
State “Stupid”

Troops Keep Warm 
By ‘Ingenious Ways’ 


WITH ‘THE 8TH ARMY IN 
ITALY, Jan. 8—(CP)—Troops of 
the British 8th Army, which in- 
cludes the Canadian 1st Division, 
have devised ingenious ways of 
keeping warm in the biting 
weather. 

Men in front-line slit trenches 
wear gas capes over their great- 
coats and a Canadian officer re- 
marked that the “gas cape is one 
of the most useful inventions of 
the war.”

Every house and wall is being 
used as a windbreak. Gas tanks, 
dragged from wrecked German ve- 
hicles, are among the most popular 
form of stove. One end of the tank 
is knocked open and the outlet 
pipe fixed. Encased in brick, the 
tank then is ready for use. 

Straw is not being used much. In 
some units it is completely taboo 
on account of its “visitors.” The 
men would rather shiver than 
scratch.

Best of everything until next week 
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When Are Taxes Paid? 


Dominion income taxation came into ex- 
istence with the passing of the Income War 
Tax Act in 1917. It is under this Act, as 
subsequently amended, that every person 
having an income more than the amount of 
the statutory exemption is required to 
make a return each year showing his in- 
come and to remit the taxes he thinks are 
due to the federal treasury. 

But the Government is not bound to ac- 
cept the return as being accurate and the 
amount remitted as being the sum actually 
due. The Minister of National Revenue can 
order that any taxpayer’s income be as- 
sessed, his figures gone over, and any un- 
der-payment made good. This power is con- 
ferred by Section 55 of the amended Act, 
which reads as follows: 

“Notwithstanding any prior assessment, 
or if no assessment has been made, the tax- 
payer shall continue to be liable for any tax 
and to be assessed therefor and the Minister 
may at any time assess, re-assess or make 
additional assessments upon any person for 
tax, interest and penalties.” 

There is no time limit on this clause. It 
reaches back 26 years to the institution of 
income taxation. It applies to every per- 
son who has ever paid income taxes—and 
to any person whom it is suspected should 
have paid but did not. No taxpayer knows 
that his account with the Government is 
closed in respect to income taxes due or 
supposedly due any time within the last 
26 years. 

Should an account be put under review 
and it is found that, whether by error or 
intent, the taxpayer has paid less than he 
should have paid, he is required to not only 
pay the arrears but to pay interest on the 
amount of his shortage; and is also sub- 
ject to the penalties provided, even if the 
default was due to a mistake on the part 
of the tax officials and not that of the 
taxpayer. 

But, on the other side of the case, 
should a taxpayer find that he has over- 
paid, he has only one year in which to 
apply for a refund. And it does not neces- 
sarily follow that he will get the money 
back; the Act merely says the Minister 
“may” refund the over-payment. Nor will 
the taxpayer get any interest on the money 
thus unintentionally loaned to the Govern- 
ment. The principal is all he can get, he 
may or may not get that, and he certainly 
will not get it unless he discovers the mis- 
take and sends in his application within 
twelve months of making out his return. 

As the matter stands, even though a 
taxpayer has filed all his returns regular- 
ly, has paid his taxes when due, has re- 
ceived his tax bills from the department 
and receipts for the amounts paid, the 
Government can still go back over the 26 
year record, say that an official made a 
mistake somewhere, and collect any short- 
ages claimed, along with interest and 
penalties, 

But while the Government has 26 years 
in which to find mistakes made by the col- 
lectors, the taxpayer has only one year in 
which to find any mistake he may have 
made; should he find one he can get back 
at most only the amount of his over- 
payment, and he has no statutory assur- 
ance that he will get anything. 

It is an elementary principle that a 
debtor is entitled to know when he has dis- 
charged his debt. It is simple justice also 
that if the taxpayer must pay interest and 
penalties for having some time remitted 
too little, he should get at least interest 
where he has remitted too much. Nor 
should the taxpayer who has overpaid have 
to discover his mistake and apply for a 
refund; his return is checked by the de- 
partmental officials in any case, and they 
should send back any money due to him 
as a matter of routine procedure and com- 
mon honesty. But they don’t. 

The income tax law is badly in need of 
revision. It should be overhauled thor- 
oughly at the coming session of parlia- 
ment, 
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To Follow Italy’s Lead? 


If much smoke is a sign that fire has 
broken out, Rumania is*suffering antici- 
patory jitters at the approach of the Rus- 
sian forces, now 200 miles or so from the 
border. There are plenty of reports to that 
effect, coming from several quarters, 

The civilian population, according to 
one report, has been ordered to evacuate 
Bessarabia, the province that has changed 
hands several times and is now Rumanian 
by grace of Hitler. Another rumor is that 
King Michael has left the capital, with the 
intention of flying somewhere to try to 
make peace with the Allies. 

Circumstances give probability to both 
these supposed moves. Bessarabia lies 
nearest to Russia, and the evacuation of 
Rumanian civilians would be normal pro- 
cedure since the battle is rolling in that 
direction. There is no reason to believe 
that Rumanians threw in their lot with 
Hitler voluntarily, and that the King would 
try to detach the country from the Fuehr- 
er’s satellite line-up when occasion offered 
has been open to surmise, 

Rumania was in as tight a spot as Po- 
land when the Nazis started their eastward 
sweep. It could not fight them with any 
chance of defending itself. It had a long- 
standing boundary dispute which forbade 
it making alliance with Russia. To the 
south was pro-Nazi Bulgaria, and to the 
west over-run Yugoslavia. The Nazi ele- 
ment took advantage of the situation, got 
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fully-willing subject-states, 

Nothing that King Michael can now do 
is likely to save Rumania from becoming 
a battle-ground, But a break with Hitler 
might give it a better standing with the 
Allies when the settlement-time comes. 
Perhaps it will follow Italy’s example.

In eighteen 
months since then, the Allies have 
cut three small sectors out of the 
Japanese perimeter—the drive on 
Rabaul, the Gilbert Islands, and 
the Aleutians. These sectors rep- 
resent slices of one-tenth of a 
radius of 3.500 miles from Tokyo, 
Even with an early defeat of Ger- 
many and the transfer at top speed 
of Allied arms from Europe, the 
road to Tokyo will be long.

To begin with, Maxime Ray- 
mond, the Bloc leader—an honest 
and sincere man, we are assured 
by Mr. Blair Fraser, who inter- 
viewed him — says frankly that 
Canada should not have entered 
the war. Isolationism can go no 
further. Now that we are in the 
war the Bloc wants us to make a 
“moderate” effort. Misunderstand- 
ing of the war and what hangs on 
it can go no further. 


Being cold and logical, Mr. 
Raymond then proposes that 
Canada get out of the British 


Commonwealth, as it would have 
to do, in ordinary honesty, if it 
were not in the present war. He 
insists that Canada must play a 
role in international affairs, and 
he advocates a League of Nations 
to keep the peace. Here his logic 
breaks down; for what use 
would there be in a League of Na- 
tions if its members acted as Mr. 
Raymond wants Canada to act — 
that is, if they refused to enter 
wars which involved their very 
existence? Again, he says Can- 
ada should never fight to defend 
any nation merely because it Is 
part of the British Common- 
wealth. A league of course, could 
compel us to fight for any mem- 
ber of it, of any race, geography 
or color. 


Alliance Alarms 


In his next observation Mr. 
Raymond seems to sense the ultl- 
mate problem of Quebec nation- 
alism. -He is alarmed lest Cana- 
da’s present alliance with the 
United Nations become “danger- 
ous for our national sovereignty,” 
and to escape it, he proposes that 
Canada enter the Pan American 
Union and, by associating with 
South American nations, create 
“an equilibrium” against the in- 
fluence of the United States. 

Mr. Raymond, unlike many of 
his race, would abolish Canadian 
appeals to the Privy Council—an 
opinion now shared by the vast 
majority of the nation and cer- 
tain to be implemented during 
the next few years, Also, he 
would let Canada amend its own 
constitution, moving it out of 
Westminster, But there is a catch 
in this, The constitution, under 
the Raymon formula, could only 
be amended by seven-ninths of 
the provinces and the seven af- 
firmative votes must always in- 


Lithuania, Latvia and Esthonia| deflated the purported genius Rom-|clude Quebec and Ontario, This 


would give Quebec an absolute | 
veto over all amendments—an ar- 
rangement which the other prov- 
inces would not accept. This is 


separatism written finally into 
law and is calculated to make 
more trouble between the two 


Canadian races than any law one 
could imagine. 

The economy which Mr. Ray- 
mond would create in Quebec 
cannot be given a name because it 
does not resemble exactly any 
known experiment. The Bloc 
would depend on private enter- 


prise to carry most of the eco-| 
nomic system but under de- 
tailed and constant government 


supervision. Mos‘ of the big util- 
ities would be socialized. Other 
industries, while still privately 
owned, would be governed by what 
Mr. Raymond calls “professional 
organizations” formed of employ- 
ers, workers and experts. These 
organizations would be commis- 
sions with, apparently, almo’' un- 
limited power and divorced from 
government almost altogether as 
long as they obeyed the ygovern- 
ment’s over-all plan. Business 
thus would cease, in a large field, 
to operate by ordinary competi-; 
tion but would be managed by 


great officlal corporations, appar- 
ently on something like the Ital- 
fan model, 


Not Certain Here 


As for tariffs and world trade, 
Mr. Raymond seems to have no 
settled convictions. He would wel- 
come trade but he would not hesi- 
tate to erect tariffs to protect vital} 


Quebec industries. In practice this 
doubtless would mean heavy pro- 
tection for the government's pro- 
fessional organizations and their ine 
dustries, Protection is implicit in 
the whole scheme. 

All this program shows that Mr. 
Raymond has a very inadequate 
understanding of Canada and of 
the future of his race in it, For 
such a program of separation, pure 
sued to its logical conclusion, 
would break Canada up. The Eng- 
lish-speaking sections of Canada, 
still two-thirds of the nation, would 
not accept an anti-British policy, a 
policy of suspicion toward the 
United States and a policy of sep. 
aration between the provinces at 
home. The English-speaking pro- 
vinces want to make this a nation, 
not an explosive series of Balkan 
compartments. 

Should the French-Canadian race 
accept the Bloc and institute the 
Bloc policy the end of Canada is 
quite clear. 'n despair of making a 
nation, and refusing to be domi- 
nated by the French-Canadian race, 
English-speaking Canadians would 
seek political union with the 
United States wherein French-Cae 


| nadians would lose all their pres- 


ent racial, lingual and religious 
prerogatives, That is the last thing 
Raymond wants and he even fears 
our present American alliance; but 
that precisely and inevitably must 
be the result of his attempt to take 
Canada out of the British Common. 
wealth and Quebec out of a united 
Canada,

Defeat

When a month later I arrived at Rangoon, 


different experience, I smelled at once the ghastly odor of 
defeat, of retreat, of fear that was attached forever to the 
Europe of 1940, ever since the fall of France. Indian, Bur- 
mese, and Chinese refugees, crowds of them, were lying on 
the platform or sitting wearily on their bulky, shabby bundles, 
like flocks of frightened animals. They had been waiting 
there for hours, and some of them for one or two days, hop- 
ing to be evacuated from the menaced city, shivering with 
terror at the idea that Rangoon might be bombed again. The 
station was one large bottleneck—and, as I was quickly to 
find out, the liveliest spot in town. 


There were no taxis in sight: the 
whole transportation system in 
Rangoon had already collapsed 
completely. It was an incredible 
piece of luck that two different 
cars should be waiting for me; one 
with the governor's aide-de-camp 
in it, and the other from the Public 
Relations office,

that day’s official communique, 
Rangoon was perfectly “calm” 
Calm indeed. Almost too calm for 


my taste, It was already a dead 
city, as good as lost. It was a 
body struck with pernicious 
anemia, 


1 managed to get a glimpse of 
the city while driving in it at full 
speed from one place to another, 
Hard as I looked, I could see no 
trace of serious destruction due 
to the recent bombings. The resi- 
dential and commercial sections 
of Rangoon were practically un- 
touched. The Japanese had been 
hammering chiefly at the Min- 
galodon air base and had bombed 
the town just enough to spread 
panic among the native population, 
As for the harbor, it was a com- 
mon saying that the Japanese were 
carefully sparing it in order to take 
it intact and use it themselves, 


REINFORCEMENTS ARRIVED 


Reinforcements had arrived in 
Rangoon by sea only the day be- 
fore. I saw little of the troops 
while visiting the dockyards, but I 
did see the transport and cargo 
ships crowding the jetties, some of 
them empty, others still full of 
valuable war weapons that the 
allies would never use. Trucks 
were being hastily loaded with 
crates of supplies that had been 
lying for weeks in the warehouses. 
An officer in charge of the docks 
said to me that the trucks would 
not take the crates to Upper 
Burma—it was too late for that. 
The orders were to get the stuff 
out of Rangoon ptoper as quickly 
as possible, to move it, if only for 
a few miles, toward the north, on 
the Mandalay road. The greatest 
bywk of these crates, which had 
come all the way from the United 
States and England, was finally to 
be burned on these very docks by 
the retreating Allies, before Ran- 
goon was surrendered to the Jap- 
anese. 

When Captain Nyar, the Indian 
officer who was to escort me to the 
front, called for me at Minto Man- 
sions, the only hotel still open in 
the city, I was about ready. I 
had even had a chance to take a 
cold shower in my dark and dirty 
bathroom where there were no 
towels and where the light did not 
work. With my haversack hanging 


on my shoulder I rushed down- 
stairs, carrying the pack which 
contained the mosquito net, a 


blanket, a small pillow. 
HEADING FOR PEGU 


Two seats had. been requisitioned 
for Captain Nyar and myself in a 
military train, eastbound, We were 


| low, 


‘heading for Pegu and Kyaikto, a 
small town close to the coast line, 
| between the mouths of the Sittang 
and the Salween rivers, From 
there we were to motor to ad- 
vanced headquarters. The front 
was approximately in  ‘Thaton, 
about halfway to the Sittang—the 
only important waterway that still 
separated the enemy from the 
Burmese capital. 

We arranged our bedding on 
the hard berths of the compart- 
ment and went to sleep for a few 
hours, At two in the morning 
my traveling companion woke 
me up; we were nearing Kyaikto. 
The railway station was sunk in 
the darkest of blackouts, For a 
while, after we got out of the 
train, we saw strictly nothing. 
Suddenly, a flashlight threw a 
dimmed beam on our faces and 
a man’s voice said: “Captain 
Nyar?” A second lieutenant had 
come to meet us, from head- 
quarters, 

Major General J. G. Smyth, who 
was in command of the infantry 
forces on the Salween front, had 
his quarters about one mile from 
our mess. His aid-de-camp, Lieu- 
tenant Underwood, took me to see 
him in the morning. We motored 
over a dusty road to a group of 
unobtrusive buildings and 
entered an office where several 
staff officers were at work. 


CONFIDENT ATTITUDE 

General Smyth soon came into 
the room, He was a comparatively 
young man, with a well-featured, 


pleasant face. He smiled easily— 
almost too much—as if he hid be- 
hind a_ stereotyped optimism. 
Smyth, who had brilliantly fought 
at Dunkirk, could be nothing else 
but blase about “victorious re- 
treats’. He had simply adopted 
once and for all, in the presence of 
visitors, a confident attitude. The 
truth was that he was conducting 
the present operations under ap- 
palling handicaps, He had taken 
his command in Burma only two 
days before the Japanese ajtack. 
Most of his troops (Englishmen, 
Dogras, Baluchis, Gurkhas, Sikhs, 
and Burma Rifles) had been 
trained for months in the Middle 
East for desert warfare, in an en- 
vironment exactly opposite in 
character to the conditions found 
in the jungle. They had made 
their first stand in Mergui and 
had since been steadily pushed 
back by the Japanese, covering 
some 250 miles along the Tennas- 
serim coast, 

One might have hoped that the 
British would have modern, occi- 
dental weapons to fight this Burm- 
ese battle. But not at all; it was 
the Yellow man who had the 
machines. The Japanese had tom- 
my guns where the English had 
rifles, and hundreds of planes 
versus dozens of planes; the Brit- 
ish sky was almost empty. 


TOO MUCH TO HANDLE 

True, the P-40's of the American 
Volunteer Group were putting on 
a heroic show over Burma. But 
they were concentrating on the 
protection of Rangoon prope 
against enemy ralds, They had too 
much to handle to be able to give 
real help to the infantry regiments 
scattered in the jungle. As for the 
British aircraft, the English and 
Indian officers made a joke about 
them that I was to hear time and 
again.

ted it there was quite an excite. 
ment”—thus intimating that one 
was the bulk of the 
Burmese air force, 

General Smyth told me of the 
“necessity for shortening the 
front by withdrawing steadily 
before making a stand.” | could 
understand the Thailand border 
could not be held; the British 
had potentially lost Burma after 


the Japanese occupation of 
French Indo-China. 
General Smyth was about to 


leave for a staff conference in 
Bilin, only a few miles from the 
advancing Japanese. We followed 
his car with our station wagon. 
Two Bren gun carriers escorted 
us, The forest of teak and mango 
trees was absolutely quiet under 
the glaring sun. Only after a while 
did I notice scattered groups of 
Gurkhas crawling here and there 
under the shrubs, with camouflage 
nets and branches of foilage cover- 
ing their sun helmets and other 
nets concealing thelr various 
pieces of equipment. In this jungle 
war the soldiers were using the 
same tricks, disguises, and traps 
that eleven-year-old boys do when 
they “play savage”, It all looked 
like a tragic game for grown-up 
children. 


REPAIR CENTER 


A rubber plantation, the firs$ 
one I had ever seen, appeared to 
our right. There was a repair 
center for lorries hidden under the 
screen of its shivering green 
leaves, as shiny as silk. English 
military technicians were busy in- 
stalling mines that would eventu- 
ally blow up the bridge on the 
Bilin river, The lumber piled up 
to block the road reminded me of 
the oak trunks, thrown across the 
highways, with which the French 
had hoped to stop the German 
tanks, Farther on, barrels of oil 
and tar were being prepared, the 
contents of which would be spilled 
and set on fire at the last mo- 
ment, to slow down the Japanese 
forward march. 


General Smyth’s car stopped at 
Bilin—and so did the two Bren 
gun carriers that protected it. We 
decided to make a reconnaissance 
drive farther on, toward Theinzeck 
and Thaton. Our station wagon 
was now all by itself. A loaded 
tommy gun was handed to Captain 
Nyar, who kept constantly on the 
alert, ready to shoot at invisible 
aggressors, Needless to say, no 
aggressors dared appear; we were 
still a good four or five miles from 
the enemy. 


We had some difficulty in find- 
ing a Burma Rifles company, the 
position of which had been given 
to us, so well concealed were the 
men under thick bushes. We got 
out of the car, wandered along 
narrow paths, and finally had 
literally to crawl in the dust in 
order to reach the commanding 
officer’s hiding place, out of sight 
of anyone passing on the near-by 
road or flying over the woods. It 
was stiflingly hot in this natural 
shelter where not even a trace of 
breeze could penetrate. 


The captain of the company, 
squatting on the ground, was hav- 
ing his luncheon of tinned bully 
beef—the same bully beef on 
which I had lived in the western 
desert. He was a tall, strong man, 
with fair hair and a reddish face 
covered with sweat. He had served 
in Burma for three and a half 
years. In Moulmein, in Martaban, 
his soldiers had fought the Jap- 
anese hand to hand “with a certain 
amount of artillery support, but 
practically no support from the 
air.” Always, always the same 
Story: no umbrella of airplanes 
over the fighting men. 


After a short halt in the torrid 
ambush we went back to the sta- 
tion wagon, The first thing we 
came across, farther on along the 
road, was a burned military staff 
car that had been strafed by an 
enemy plane, The jungle became 
thinner and the soil swampy. We 
slowed down behind a column of 
Gurkhas, carrying heavy packs, 
that marched under the blazing 
sun A very young English officer 
told us, with a tired smile, that 
they had been marching for ten 
hours that day and were supposed 
to relieve a first-line unit. Some- 
how I felt sure that these men 
were moving toward positions that 
no longer needed defenders, 
positions that had already been 
given up.

called by Eisenhower to join his 
air-ground team in North Africa, 
Under Air Marshal Tedder, an- 
other red-hot air power fan,*he had 
ample chance for experimentation, 
culminating in the reduction of 
Pantelleria by air. 


RETURN ENGAGEMENT 

His return to England will be in 
the nature of a return engagement 
because he was stationed there as 
commander-in-chief of the USS. 
army air forces in the European 
theatre when Eisenhower took him 
to Africa, His blunt, forthright 
diplomatic methods and his flam- 
buoyant poker playing made him a 
popular officer among British as 

well as American circles. 

Of his diplomatic methods, these 
stories are told; 

He had been warned that Air 
Marshal Sir Sholto Douglas, 
then chief of the R.A.F. fighter 
command, was a formidable in- 
dividual, When they met, Spaatz 
thrust out his hand and said: “I 
hear you're damned tough and 
that you and I aren’t going to get 
along together. Is that right?” 
They got along fabulously from 
that moment, 

While reviewing the Eighth Air 
Force with Queen Elizabeth, a 
storm blew up. With the gal- 
laniry of a Sir Walter Raleigh,

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Don Cossacks Chorus Achieves 
Unqualified Triumph in Concert 


Sweeping down on McDougall 
Auditorium Friday night, the 
Don Cossack Chorus, under the 
volatile leadership of Serge Jar- 
off surged on to a complete and 
overwhelming triumph, and 
quickly obtained the uncondi- 
tional surrender of an audience 
that packed the commodious hall, 
and then over-flowed into aisles 
and other spots where seats are 
not usually found. 

This superb singing organization 
has been here on several occasions. 
Its popularity remains undimmed, 
and that its visits are eagerly await- 
ed was abundantly evident, 

While some changes in personnel 
have taken place, the make-up re- 
mains substantially the same. 

As was the case with all previous 
visits, the singing was on a lofty 
plane. The beautiful, smooth tone, 
the far-flung dynamic range and 
the all-round artistry of the chorus 
called forth unstinted praise. 

There were some old favorites on 
the program, and some new num- 
bers, which give every indication 
of becoming old favorites. On the 
whole there was a general inclina- 
tion toward the more robust sing- 
ing rather than to some of the pro- 
grams of earlier visits, when the 
chorus gave unforgettable perform- 
ances of such works as “Midnight 
Bells” and “The Red Sarafan.”

It is doubtful if anything finer 
has ever been done here by this 
chorus than its singing of the Song 
of Stenka Razin, The main theme 
was admirably handled, while the 
embellishments were expertly writ- 
ten, and sung magnificently. 

The first group, religious in 
character included Funeral Serv- 
ice, Legend, Blessed Art Thou O 
Lord and In Thy Kingdom, all of 
which were given with rich reson- 
ant, round tones and with a fervor 
that was deeply impressive. The 
second group was in lighter vein, 
and included many of the comic 
effects for which the chorus is 
noted, and with the portrayal in 
sound of a Russian Fair being out- 
standing. Parting, Song of An 
Apple and Through the Streets 
were others in this group. 

The final group included several 
martial songs, among which was 
Dimitri Shostakovich’s The Morn- 
ing Greets Us, as arranged for 
chorus by Mr. Jaroff. Others in- 
cluded Two Soldier Songs, In 
Praise of Raspberries, Marching 
Song, Kuban Song and At the 
Smithy. 

Throughout one could only feel 
that in spite of frequent hearings, 
it was always possible to hear the 
Don Cossack Chorus again, and be 
certain of experiencing new de- 
lights.

dian Protestant Churches, with 
representatives from the Angli- 
can, Baptist. Presbyterian and 
United churches all over the 
country, achieved its goal Friday

Mr. Amos, who has been rough- 
ing it during the last year, said that 
“It's been a real challenge and a 
joy to serve civilians in this new 
unfolding area of Canada—civilians 
from all parts of the continent who 
came up to work on the various 
projects.”

Home Religion 


FEW weeks ago I had a most interesting conversation with a ticket 
A agent in a small town, who told me of the influence of his father 
upon his iife. Oue incident stood out in his memory above all 
others. It was threshing time and the threshers were busy. When the 
belt on the machine kept slipping and they had to stop periodically 
for temporary repairs, their language was violently blasphemous. 
The boys, of course, ran all the way home from school to watch .the 
threshers at work and arrived just in time to hear, the violent ex- 
plosion of profanity that accompanied a stop for repairs. Their father, 
a quiet, six-foot Scotsman, came out of the house and without raising 
his voice, said, “There now, that’s enough of that.” One of the men 
ripped out another stream of oaths. “Just a minute,” said the farmer 
“either that language stops or you take your machine out of my yard.” 
The boss of the threshers let him know in no uncertain terms that 
they were the only threshing gang in that part of the country and 
that if they didn’t do the job, his grain wouldn't be threshed that Fall. 
| The farmer looked him straight in the eyes and said, “I can afford to 
go without having my wheat threshed, but 1 can't afford to have my 
boys listen to that kind of language.” The men went back to work 
| and controlled their tongues, 

Years later, the station-agent’s brother told him of another reveal- 
| ing incident that took place about the same time. It was their custom 
| to hold family worship every morning and the older lad suggested to 
his father that they should forego it next morning because it would 


cut into the threshers’ time and he felt they would want to get right 
to work. : 

“Well now, son,” said the father, “I don’t think that will be neces- 
sary. We don't do this thing for show, you know, but because we 
believe in it and what it stands for. The threshers can stay if they 
wish, or go—that’s their affair, and as far as losing time is concerned, 
I'm paying them by the day so any loss will be mine.” They had 
family worship as usual and somehow it meant more to that boy from 
that time on, and so did his father’s God. 

In the great work of Religious Education, we have for years been 
secking to reach the boys and girls. Now, we are realizing that we 
must reach the home. After all, we only have the child for an hour on 
| Sunday and possibly one more through the week and even if we 

make the most of our opportunity, we can hardly offset the influence 
of a careless, godless home. The home itself must be won for Christ, 
not only for the sake of the parents themselves, but for the sake of 
their children. 

“Why do you always take your boy to Sunday School?” a man 
asked a very prominent and busy surgeon. “Because I know he will 
do what I say until he is thirteen or fourteen and then he will do what 
I do,” said the doctor. Somehow I feel that the great leakage that 
occurs in our church work from about the age of fourteen on, is due 
primarily to the breakdown of home religion. We hear much about 
juvenile delinquency these days, and all sorts of suggestions are made 
for improving the situation, but I, personally, am convinced that the 
root of the problem is just this—that the Sunday School has become 
a substitute for home religion rather than a supplement to it! We 
won't win this battle until it's won in the Home front. We must win 
the fathers and mothers for Christ and arouse the careless to a 
willingness to shoulder their responsibility for the religious upbring- 
ing of their children, 

By the way, are you planning to take your’son to Church and 
Sunday School tomorrow? If not, and if you have not been doing this 
| right along, you should be big enough to apologize to the lad and to 
your Father, because you have been defrauding your child and His of 
a gift so valuable that all the other things a parent can give—food, 
shelter, comradeship, education—are beggared by comparison.

DUCKS DO GET AROUND 

HAT ducks make extensive use 

of the sky-trails is plainly 
shown by results obtained from 
banding and in this connection it 
may be noted that during 1943. 
Ducks Unlimited banded 9,667 
birds, bringing the total to over 
21,000 since 1939. 

A juvenile female blue-winged 
Teal was banded on Aug. 8 last at 
Big Grass Marsh (DU Factory No. 
1) in southern Manitoba. That 
same little Teal was shot on Sept. 
15, near Montreal, Que. While the 
bulk of Blue-Wings were hiking 
south to the warm clime of the 
Gulf, this little lady flew 1,500 
miles alinost due eastward. 

On Oct. 1, '43, a banded Mallard 
was shot at Waterhen Lake, near 
Kinistino, Sask. The band was 
worn paper-thin, The numbers 
had been erased by age, but Na- 
tional Parks Bureau, Ottawa 
(they handle this work in Canada 
in conjunction with Fish and 
Wildlife Service in the U.S.) by 
means of macroetching identifi- 
ed the band. It had been placed 
on the Mallard at the Lake Andes 
Refuge, South Dakota, on Jan. 
16,°1936. 

Thus ended the tale of a spirited 
Mallard, which for eight long years 
had avoided drought, predators, 
poison, fire and a’ host of other 
duck-destroyers, only to fall before 
the gun of an old-time sportsman 
from Prince Albert. By continuous 
research duck mysteries are stead- 
ily being unravelled.

AFFECTS CIVILIAN CLUBS 

The Army statment, like the one 
from the Air Force, means that 
many civilian clubs in quest of 
either the Allan or Memorial Cup 
will lose use of their,Army players 
in play-offs. Ottawa Commandos 
of the Quebec Senior League, for 
instance, may win the league with 
the help of army men but they 
would have to drop them when 
they entered the play-offs. 

Amplifying Friday's statement, 
an Army spokesman said: “Unlike 
|the Air Force, the Army sets no 
| specific date for withdrawing Army 
lteams and army personnel from 
hockey competition leading toward 
Memorial or Allan Cup play-offs. 

“There is no basic change in 
Army policy, although there now is 
a specific ruling on play-offs. 

It can be assumed, therefore, that 
there will not be objection to Army 
teams and individual players con- 
\tinuing to play in their district | 
leagues. However, if an Army team 
or a team which has some Army 
|personnel should advance to inter-| 
ldistrict play-offs, Army men would 
|not be permitted to take part.”

through the ingenuity of airmen 
like General Spaatz, Air Marshal 
Tedder and Rear Admiral Sir 
Philip L. Vian. They improvised 
an ingenious defense which made 
it possible to use carrier planes. By 
using land-based aviation to protect 
the carriers, they freed the carrier- 
based aviation to protect the land- 
ing forces. 

Winston Churchill, in a speech 
to the house of commons on Sep- 
tember 21, acknowledged the nar- 
row margin by which ingenious use 
of air power saved the whole un- 
dertaking. He said: “To have gone 
further north would have deprived 
our carriers of the support of shore- 
based aircraft and they would have 
thus become the sole object of the 
enemy's attack, thus absorbing their 
own air power for their own de- 
fense instead of helping the troops 
on the beaches.” 

An event of major import- 
ance, signalling a turn in the 
entire battle of Germany, was 
our attack in mid-October on the 

ball-bearing plants of Schwein- 
furt, when we lost sixty four-en- | 
gined bombers and two fighters. 
It was then that the “trucking” | 
phase of the bombing | of Ger- 
many ended and a genuine battle 
started. The Germans sprang & 
surprise on us, in the form of an 
aerial torpedo. That was only one 
item in a greatly revitalized de- 
fensive air force on Germany's 
part that quickly ended the stage 
of mere “air raids.” After that 
every raid became an air battle 
in a true contest for contro! of 
the skies. 

From that time forward—and 
this is a matter which must be kept 
in the forefront in the early months 
of 1944—it was not so much a mat- 
ter of bombing German industries 
as of destroying German air power.

WITH THE CANADIAN IN 
ITALY, Jan, 8—(CP)—Lt. Gen, H. 


D. G. Crerar, commander of the 
Canadian Corps in Italy, visited the 
Canadian front Thursday. While 
he was there the Germans were 
shelling nearby positions. 

Gen. Crerar met gunners and 
anti-tank men and also went to the 
headquarters of a French-Canadian 
unit. 

On Wednesday he saw the men 
who captured the Adriatic coastal 
town of Ortona and walked about 
the town. Earlier in the week he 
conferred with Lt. Gen. Sir Oliver 
Leese, new commander of the 
British 8th army with which the 
Canadian Ist Division is fighting. 
The position on the front remain- 

ed unchanged Thursday as winter 
weather limited activity on both 
sides to patrolling. 

The Canadians have cleared all 
the ground to within about a half- 
mile of the Arielli River, about five 
miles northwest of Ortona. The 
main enemy forces are north of the 
river but the Canadians are still in 
contact’ with rear-guard elements.

An Edmonton girl, Section Of- 
ficer Alta Magoon, is the lone 
representative of her sex among 
R.C.A.F. personnel at units along 
Canada's aerial road to Tokyo, 
the Northwest Staging Route. 

One of the first 150 to enlist in 
the Women’s Division of the R.C. 
A.F, and among the first seven to 
join up in Edmonton in Oct. of 
1941, Section Officer Magoon was 
posted to duties at headquarters of 
the staging route herc as from Dec. | 
16, 1943. | 

One other woman, LAW. Shep-| 
pard, has been serving as a stenog- | 
rapher at the route headquarters | 
but is on “loan” only from No. 3 
Edmonton recruiting centre. | 


WORKING ON MESSING 

SO. Magoon, who made her home 
in Edmonton before enlisting, is at 
present working on messing and 
rationing requirements for the per- 
sonnel serving at the various units 
of the staging route between Fd- 
monton and the border of Alaska. ' 

At present she is eagerly looking 

forward to an expected familiariza- 
tion flight over the staging route so 
that she may see at first hand the 
messing problems she now deals 
with on paper at headquarters in 
Edmonton. 

All rations are flown by the Air 
Transport Command of the R.C. 
A.F. to the various units along the 
route. 

As an Edmontonian, SO. Ma- 
goon is particularly interested in 
the Northwest Staging Route, 
which is destined to play such an 
important role in coming offen- 
sives against Japan.

Just as soon as we have accus- 
tomed children to the subtle dis- 
ciplines imposed by a schedule, 
we are very smart if we also 
begin to accustom them to change. 
Children very easily get “set” into 
routines and are unhappy when 
they are altered. 

Whether we desire it or not, em- 
ergencies, illnesses, moving, all 
kinds of things bring about change 
and it is wise for the parent to 
initiate it occasionally just to show 
a child that there need be nothing 
unpleasant about it.

Varsity Life 
In Far North 
Is Attractive 


By ENID NEMY 

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Jan. 8.— 
(CP)—Trudging to classes in the 
dark of the “Arctic Night” may 
seem a bit queer to Canadians but 
that is what 1,300 students at the 
University of Alaska do each win- 
ter. 

The student body, including na- 
tive Alaskans, Eskimos, Americans 
and Canadians, many of whom pre- 
viously attended “outside” univer- 
sities, nevertheless find something 
in Alaska that other colleges lack. 
“It may be the lure of the north,” 
says Betty Thies, a senior student, 
“or it may be just the love of some- 
thing different, but whatever it is, 
it certainly gets you.” 

The university is situated three 
miles west of Fairbanks, overlook- 
ing Tanana Valley and co-eds are 
greatly outnumbered by men. Girls 
usually take arts, science, educa- 
tion or business administration. 
The boys go in for engineering and 
mining. The majority of the stu- 
dents are entirely self-supporting. 
Girls take jobs at army posts dur- 
ing the summer and the men get 
practical experience at the mines. 


There are four dormitories on 
the campus; three for men and one 
for women. The women’s domitory, 
“The Harriet Hess Hall,” is a three- 
storey, fully modern, reinforced 
concrete building with accommoda- 
tions for 84 girls. 


MAKE OWN FUN 

Isolated from the rest of the 
world, students have to make their 
own fun. Skiing on adjacent 
slopes is a favorite sport, as is 
playing basketball and badminton 
in their modern gynasium. Dancing 
schottisches and polkas to the 
music of their own orchestra is 
also enjoyed. For extra-curricular 
activities there is the Choral Club, 
Dramatic Society, Mzjor A club 
(athletics) and the Rifle team. 

As modern as any other univer- 
sity, it has a monthly, eight-page 


newspaper, “The Farthest Nuith 
Collegian.” One thousand copies 
are run off the first of every 


month. The students also publish 
a yearbook—"The Denali.” 

In the matter of clothes, the 
Alaskan co-eds taste is almost 
identical with that of her Cana- 
dian sisters. During cold weather, 
style is sacrificed for comfort, with 
ski suits being worn to classes. Fur 
coats are expensive but many girls 
have them while others wear warm 
Eskimo parkas. The most charac- 
teristic article of winter wear are 
mukluks—Eskimo fur boots, In 
extremely cold weather .co-eds go 
to dances with “storm pants” (long- 
legged red underwear for skiers) 
under their evening dresses, muk- 
luks on their feet and evening slip- 
pers tucked under their arms, 

The war has come very close to 
Alaskan students. Red Cross ac- 
tivities, first aid lessons, war bond 
sales and hostessing at the U.S.O. 
club in Fairbanks, are all part of 
a co-ed's life while the men take 
military training and many have 
gone into the service. As Mrs, 
Druska Carr, the registrar, puts it, 
“We expect to continue to train 
young people to serve their coun- 
try in the capacity for which they 
are best fitted and we stand ready

The high figure was in 
July. However, the bulk of average 
quality varied from $8.50 to $9.50 
practically throughout the entire 
year, Heifers were practically $1.00 
per ewt. below steers and stock 
cows ranged from $5.00 to $7.50 per 
cwt. The average weight of all 
classes marketed was 754 lbs. Of 
the total cattle receipts 8.4 per cent 
graded good, 6.3 per cent common 
steers, 4 per cent good stock and 
heifers, and 1.9 per cent common. 


HOG MARKETINGS 


Hog marketings during 1943 In| 
creased by 14.7 per cent over the} 
previous year, This increase was | 
largely due to the very heavy mar- 
ketings in the last quarter and 
local plants were not in a position 
to handle all the offerings. The 
bulk of the hogs were shipped to 
outside markets for slaughter. 

Prices fluctuated considerably 
the first quarter due to the supply 
and demand. Receipts were some- 
what spasmodic due to the severe 
weather during that period and | 
short supplies forced the market 
up, and sharp increases in receipts 
caused a lower trend. The mar- 
ket from April to the middle ot 
August witnessed only _ slight 
changes. From Aug. 15 to Nov. 13 | 
prices remained constant at $15.25 
basic.
